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Broiled Ham. 
As soon as the warm days come 
the appetite grows flekls; nothing 

tastes just right and the house 
keeper must serve "something 
dillerent." 

A ohaitge from the daily beef, 
mutton or veal is found in ham 
and when it is nicely cooked there 
is nothing mueli beltt'r. Tlie llavor 
must be right and the best arc 
found in tiie hams called sugar 
cured or honey drip. These are 
really sweet flavored and well 
worth the few cents more that 
they cost a pound. 

Once in a while you will be so 
unfortunate as to have ham that 
is too salty or is lacking in Havor 
and then you must use your best 
endeavor to make Up for the de 
hcienoiea iu the meat. 

If the cut seems dry and salty 
cover it with water and let it heat 
gradually in a frying pan. Pour 
this water off and proceed to 
broil the ham. Add butter to it 
when it is done and it will surely 
plea.se in its tiavor. 

if you like the sweet flavor of 
.southern hams ask for it when 
making your purchase. Or when 
you eook the ham slitu's, if they 
lack tlie sweet quality, try tins 
way. After the ham is pan broil- 
ed in a frying pan on top of the 
stove spread each slice with majtle 
syru|> and add one tablespoon of 
utter and a tablespoon of boiling 
water. Cover closely and let this 
steam for three miqutes. Dish on 
a hot platter and pour liquor over 
it. 

If you like the ham very crisp 
and brown put a little dripping 
in the frying pan and when the 
ham is thoroughly cooked 
sprinkle first one side and then 
the other with sugar and allow it 
to brown. 

Ifam should be very well cook- 
ed as shouli^all pork, else it is not 
wholesome. 

To fry eggs with ham : The 
combination of ham and eggs is 
nneijiialed in any other foods and 
sr Will liked is it that it would 
seem as if every one should know 
by Home inherited gift how to se- 
cure the dish. I'ul eaeh eook 
must be told individually. Dish 
the cooked ham- there will not be 
a great amount of fat remaining 
in the frying pan so you must add 
more in order to have enough to 
ilip over the eggs. 

Have the frying material liol 
and break the eggs in one at a 
time. Do not turn them, as they 
are almost sure to break, but di|i 
the fat up in a s|I(>om and poiii- it 
over the yolks until they are as 
done as you want them to be. The 
whites of the eggs shonld be as 
rare as possible. Xow di'ain all 
the fat to one side of the pan and 
lift th. rutrs out, leltiii>,' the 
greas«> drip olf them. Do not salt 
but always pepper them. 

Cooked ill (his way eaeb egg 
should be finished without break 
in;; the yolk and be as rare or as 
done as it is desired.

Fmiuiiit, pcii- 
iiilisM I'xplorer from South Car 
oliiia. She was Jessie Ueutou, a 
dazeling pretty schoolgirl of ilf- 
tci'.i, (iaugiiter of the gifiit, if 
peppery, Missouri Seiiuto!-, 
lliomaB II. Beuton. 

Fremont, ion of a poor widow, 
was a wanderer and an adventur- 
er from Mrtli, He inlifrilcd these 
traits from the l<'reni'li emigrant 
father who had died wlieii .lohii 
was a child. The boy had been 
expelled from college because lie 
preferred Ut e.\])liire I'diest trails 
rather than slud.v (iicek. After 
that he studied surveying and 
W»a a member of several (Joveru- 
niental exploring' i)arli<'s. in 
1S4<', with honorary rauU of ainiy 
lieutenant, he eame to Washing- 
ton to complete some official re- 
ports.
